“The state of women’s 
wrestling today can besummed 
up in,three words: 
a shambles.” 

So says Velvet Mcintyre, one 
of the leading woman wrestlers 
in the world today. It’s very easy 
to get Velvet to speak about the 
state of women wrestling today 


Velvet McIntyre sees a strong need to change the present image of women wrestling. 
“When women come into the ring,” she says, “the female fans look at us as a 


lites; 


and where it's going in the 
future; it’s an aspect of 
wrestling she’s very concerned 
about. It’s also something she’s 
getting ready to change. 

“The biggest problem that 
women’s wrestling faces today 
is asevere lack of respect on the 
part of most wrestling fans,” 
says Mcintyre. “Most wrestling 
fans are geared to seeing men 
in the ring. When women come 


a 


sideshow, while the men see us as sex symbols.” 
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into the ring, the female fans 
look at us as a sideshow, while 
the men see us as sex symbols. 

“Nobody in the arena,” Velvet 
continued, “or very few people 
at best, see us as participating 
in legitimate athletic compe- 
tition the way the men wrestlers 
compete. It’s really a problem of 
image, and | think it’s up to us, 
it's up to the women wrestlers in 
this sport, to work to change 
that image as best we can.” 

Another problem, obviously, 
is the fact that women’s 
matches are not placed 
regularly on wrestling cards in 
most areas of the country. 
There may be a match this 
month, but there are no 
guarantees of seeing the 
women return next month, or 
any time after that. 


“That’s right,” Mcintyre 
agrees, “there is a lot of 
inconsistency, and that's a 


problem that has to be dealt 
with through the promoters in the 
country. | feel that women’s 
matches ought to be scheduled 
on wrestling cards on a regular 
basis to allow the fans a chance 
to see us wrestle, and to begin 
to follow our matches from 
month to month.” 

Of course, a major problem 
that faces fans who wish to 
follow women’s wrestling is the 
lack of coverage in the major 
wrestling magazines. It is a 
crime of which even Inside 
Wrestling has been guilty. 

“There are a lot of problems 
with covering women’s 
wrestling,” explained Editor-in- 


Though Dusty Rhodes. often seeks the advice of Arnold Skoaland when he wrestles in 


the WWF, he has no plans to enter into a formal agreement with the manager. 


Chief Peter King. “One of the 
problems is the scheduling that 
Velvet Mcintyre spoke of, and | 
will point to the promoters as 
the guilty parties here. | would 
like Our magazines to cover 
women’s wrestling regularly, 
but when women are scheduled 
to wrestle months apart in cities 
thousands of miles apart the 
way they are these days, the 
travel costs become prohibitive. 

“I get a lot of mail asking me 
why we don’t cover women’s 
matches more,” King said, “and 
all | can say right now is that 
unless certain factors change, 
we won't be able to cover these 
matches in the future as 
extensively as we want to. We're 
working on it, though.” 

So is Mcintyre, who has 
drawn up a proposal to create a 
coalition of women wrestlers. 

“The idea would be to work 
toward improving problems 
that plague women wrestlers,” 


‘she explained, “and to improve 


the image of women wrestlers 


in general. | hope to present this” 


proposal to the other wrestlers, 
and | guess I'll just have to take 
it from there and see what 
happens.”

was once Jack Brisco’s and 
handed it to the ring attendant. 
There was a mixture of emotions 
evident on his face: On the one 
hand, there was raw serious- 
ness; Jones was certainly not 
going to give up the champion- 
ship he worked so hard to attain 
this soon after achieving his goal. 
On the other hand, there was 
pure enjoyment. He felt good 
about being champion; he 
enjoyed the sight of the massive 
golden belt. Most of all, he 
enjoyed flaunting this title belt in 
front of the former champion, 
the man he defeated for the title, 
Jack Brisco. 

There was no question about 
which emotion was reflected in 
Jack Brisco’s face: utter 
determination. He was 
determined to knock Paul Jones 
down a couple of pegs, and not 
only to regain that cherished 
belt. No, the friction between 
Brisco and Jones goes much 
deeper than that. 

To get to the heart of the 
matter, we must look back to 
1972. The state is Florida, and 
the issue was Jack Brisco’s | 
won-lost record. 

When Jack Brisco wrestled in 
Florida in 1972, he was proud 

. and rightfully so. He was 
nurturing an undefeated record 
that he had hoped would last for 
many years. 

Then along came Jones.

was that Paul Jones was the 


only man to defeat the 
undefeated Jack Brisco in 
Florida. It was an event in 
Brisco’s career that would affect 
him deeply. 

Brisco took it upon himself to 
avenge that sole defeat. He 


wanted to impress on Jones that 
although he may have won a 
one-shot victory on a particular 
night, 99 times out of 100 he 
would be able to pound Jones 
into the canvas. 

Their feud stretched on for 
months, and although Brisco 


Ten years ago,

scored the majority of victories, 
some decisive and some 
controversial, the matter never 
reached a final solution. It 
wasn't long before both men left 
the area to go their separate ways. 

A decade later, Jack Brisco cap- 
tured the Mid-Atlantic champion- 
ship. Perhaps with the knowledge 
of what happened in Florida 10 
years earlier, Sir Oliver Humper- 
dink made an uncanny managerial 
move: He brought Paul Jones into 
the House of Humperdink. 
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Jones grabs his physically and mentally drained challenger and throws him face-first 
to the canvas (above). Brisco launches a counterattack (top right), but he does not 
have enough to regain the title that was once his. 


When Jones took the Mid- 
Atlantic belt away from Brisco, 
all the rage and hatred of a 
decade ago came rushing back 
to engulf Brisco and to send his 
mind reeling on a single course 
of action: defeat Paul Jones. 

This is why determination was 
so evident on the face of Jack 
Brisco when he saw Paul Jones, 
champion, smiling at him across 
the ring. He knew that Jones 
was thinking about the events of 
10 years ago, and he knew that 
once again, he would have to 
teach him a lesson. 

Unfortunately for Brisco, 

‘however, he was unsuccessful 
at regaining the Mid-Atlantic 
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title. He tried, and he tried hard. 
For that he must be given credit. 
But it is very difficult for aman to 
win a match when he is 
wrestling against two enemies. 
In this case, Brisco was facing 
both Jones and the relentless 
gnawing of his own memories. 

“| was mad as hell, | was 
fuming, | couldn't believe the 
kinds of emotions | was feeling,” 
said Brisco during an interview 
that followed his match with 
Jones. “| had so much pent-up 
frustration, | was like a tightly 
strung piano wire. | was so 
tense, it was almost impossible 
to wrestle. 

“| was trying to control that 


tension, and maybe that was my 


fatal mistake,’’ Brisco 
speculated. “Perhaps | should 
have let myself turn loose, rage 
like an animal against Jones. 
Maybe | should have broken 
every rule in the book and Jones’ 
neck along with them, but that’s 
not the way | want to win. | felt 
that if | kept myself under 
control, | would have a better 
chance to take back the belt. 

“The realization that | have 
Jones as a rival again is a lot to 
bear,’’ Brisco continued. ‘| know 
that to keep myself under 
control, I’m going to have to 
contend with the burning 
frustration while | wrestle. But if 
| let myself loose, | compromise 
my ethics.” 

Jack Brisco stared thought- 
fully at the floor, and he knew 
that he had a difficult job ahead 
of him. There were a lot of 
emotions that he was going to 
have to face in the future, and he 
realized that to come to grips 
with them would be to win a 
major victory. 

“If 1 can channel these 
emotions into the proper 
wrestling style, | can kill two 
birds with one stone,” -said 
Brisco. “| can purge myself of 
this hate, and | can regain the 
title again. I’m determined to 
achieve both goals.”’ O

HE POWERFUL BODY of 

Dusty Rhodes lay exhausted 
on the training table. A bloody 
towel lay next to him. Above 
him, a doctor expertly. stitched 
up wounds on the grappler’s 
forehead. Dusty was too tired to 
be brave; small cries of pain 
welled from his throat as the 
needle pierced his flesh. 

Only 10 minutes ago, Dusty 
had stumbled into the dressing 
room. Then, his body had been 
full of energy keyed up over his 
brutal victory. It had been one of 
the ugliest matches in history, 
ending only when Dusty was 
disqualified.

Yet, as Dusty lay on the 
training table, those who knew 
him well understood he was 
worried about more than the 
stitches. There was something 
profound bothering him. 

Afterward, when the doctor 
left and Dusty was alone with 
those he trusts most, the 
wrestler told the gathering what 
so disturbed him. In a voice that 
spoke of pain and exhaustion, 
he spoke. 

“Studd is different,’ Dusty 
murmured, ‘‘different from all 
the other bums trying to wreck 
wrestling. Most of them cheat to 
get money, glory, or a title. But 
damnit, they know they're 
cheating! Studd thinks whatever 
he does is right. He thinks he’s 
above sport.

What this all amounts to is an 
imminent split between Jimmy 
Snuka and Captain Lou Albano. 
Yet for wrestling fans who have 
followed the career of Snuka 
closely over the past years, itisa 
split that was fated to occur from 
the very moment Snuka entered 
the WWF and signed with 
Albano. 

In the past, when Snuka has 
allied himself with a manager, it 
has always been someone who 
knew enough to realize that

Snuka needed free reign in order 
to be most effective in his 
matches. Both Gene Anderson 
and Buddy Rogers managed 
Snuka in the Carolinas, and the 
Superfly chalked up a successful 
record in that area. 
Importantly, both Rogers and 
Anderson, allowed Snuka 
enough leverage in their 
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manager-wrestler relationships 
to go ahead and win matches in 
the way that Snuka knew he 
could win them. Rogers and 
Anderson provided advice, yes, 
but they certainly did not stifle 
Snuka’s abilities. 

Albano, on the other hand, 
has shown that he must have 
nearly absolute and total control 


over his men, or else he might 
turn into a raving lunatic who 
throws tantrums left and right. 
While Albano did manage to 
sign several WWF title matches 
between Snuka and Bob 
Backlund, he also maintained 
many times that Snuka was 
wrong in not following his 
advice to the letter.

Putski made a courageous decision, 
halting the match when Morales was in jeopardy of permanent injury. 


wondered why it wasn’t standard 
procedure in every association 
around the world. A referee should 
be strong enough to be able to 
handle things when they get out of 
control. A wrestler as a referee 
virtually assures that should things 
get out of control, they will be dealt 
with properly. 

More than once, Putski called 
for a clean break. With the 
awesome strength of the Polish 
Power behind his words, neither 
Morales nor Snuka was about to 
put up much of a protest. 

The contest for the Inter- 
continental title was supposedly a 
no holds barred affair. The 
television announcer reminded the 
viewers of this fact several times, 
and I wondered, if it’s a no-holds- 
barred match, why was Putski 
calling for clean breaks? What’s 
more, why did Putski call a halt to 
the match when Snuka ferociously 
attacked Morales with a chokehold? 

I wondered if it was perhaps 
because Putski was unaware of the 


fact that the match was indeed to 
be no holds barred. Then the 
answer came to me in all its 
obvious certainty: Putski was 
simply exercising common sense. 
Sure, a match can be no holds 
barred, but even then the referee 
ought to maintain a certain level of 
control over the competitors 
doing battle. 

Several times during the Snuka- 
Morales confrontation, one or the 
other or both men spilled out of the 
ring. Putski made little movement 
to stop them, judiciously allowing 
them to battle on the concrete floor 
of the Garden. 

Finally, after subjecting Morales 
to excruciating punishment over 
the course of the entire match, 
Snuka went wild and began to 
choke’ his foe. Putski intervened 
and motioned for the timekeeper 
to signal the end of the match. 

One would think that Putski 
would disqualify Snuka and award 
the match to Morales, but the 
Intercontinental champion had 


been too far behind at the time of 
the chokehold to be declared the 


winner. Utilizing perceptive 
judgment, Putski declared the 
match a draw. 

I smiled. Most referees wouldn’t 
have had the courage to make such 
a decision. It was a good decision, a 
textbook example of how a referee 
ought to exercise his authority 
during a match in order to keep 
wrestling at the level of 
competition, and not allow it to 
degenerate to wanton, bloody 
destruction. 

The wider problem, however, 
would require much more than one 
shining example in order to 
improve the general quality of 
referees in the ring. I’ve thought 
about it for a long time, and | still 
haven't come up with any answers. 
If you have any suggestions, drop 
me a line in care of this magazine. 
I'll share them with the rest of 
our readers. 

Maybe if I get enough mail, I'll 
automatically have enough 
columns and | won’t have to take 
the Green Giant out of the shop.

mind he was in the last few 
weeks, | don't think he would 
have made much of an 
impression.”’ 

Marc explained that he never 
watches Johnson wrestle in 
person, that he prefers to watch 
his friend on the tube. | didn't ask 
why. | sensed a good story and 
stayed behind to watch the 
match on the monitor. 

Johnson received a tre- 
mendous ovation from the fans 
as he made his way to the ring. 
“They remember him,” Marc 
said. ‘‘It’s been quite some time, 
15 years, since he’s been here, 
but they remember him.” 

“That's marvelous,” | said. 

“| agree,” Marc said, ‘but 
unfortunately, Rocky doesn't. 
Look, he’s smiling, but believe 
me, he didn’t want to hear the 
cheers. He didn't want to be 
remembered.” 

Marc noted the confusion on 
my face and explained. ‘’Rocky 
wants to be judged for what he is 
today, not by what they 
remember him to have been 15 
years ago.

spirit breaks, he becomes 
listless. No matter what 
kind of prodding, the 
animal will remain 
uncaring. Then, the final 
stage will see him 
mindlessly following any 
stimulus, His ego will be 
broken, and if an animal 
could be said to have a 
soul, it will be destroyed. 

| was reminded of this 
torture by the recent events 
concerning Roddy Piper. 
The pattern is classic. Piper 
did everything right, 
became the most important 
wrestler in the nation, and 
then got banned. He saw 
his livelihood, his 
accomplishments, and 
vision cruelly snatched 
away from him. Forced into 
exile, he ranted against this 
unthinking punishment. 
That was stage one. 

Then came stage two. At 
least that had the good 
fortune to occur outside the 
sight of fans. Those who 
saw Piper during his exile, 
despite his success in the 
Mid-Atlantic area, saw him 
lose his spirit. He would 
prove to the Georgia 
commissioners time and 
again that his being banned 
was illegal. They’d agree. 
Laughing, they'd tell him 
they had the power to do 
the illegal. Their whim was 
the only justice. It crushed 
Roddy'’s spirit like a boa 
constrictor crushes its 
victim. 

All the world got to see 
stage three. We witnessed 
Roddy Piper come to the 
aid of Gordon Solie. That's 
what any good little soldier 


would do. The old Roddy 
would have handled the 
situation without turning on 
his friend, Magnificent 
Muraco. But Solie, a figure 
of authority, needed help. 
So the powerless Piper, 
stripped of his initiative and 
free will, responded. 

Now, I’m not excusing 


‘Muraco’s actions. It was 


beneath the man, but he 
too was being driven. If one 
recalls the situation, there 
was really very little danger 
to Solie until Piper came to 
the announcer’s defense. 
Muraco, enraged by being 
publicly disgraced by his 
friend, behaved foolishly. 
Piper's “gallantry” pushed 
the situation out of control. 
When Roddy could think 
for himself, he would have 
prevented any brawl. 

And who do we have to 
thank for the crushing of 
Roddy Piper? First, let us 
give much credit to the 
NWA commissioners. 
Unable to control Piper 
honestly, they went about 
driving him mad. It wasn’t 
too hard. Like the 
scientists, they controlled 
the situation and could pull 
the strings. No man can 
beat a group of bullies 
when forced to play by 
their rules. 

Piper wasn’t the only one 
to get his strings jerked. 
The’ fans, used to behaving 
like jerks, happily voted to 
ban Roddy. What was his 
crime? They couldn’t think 
of one. But if their heroes 
couldn't beat him, and they 
didn't like what he said, 
what else could they do?

The 
commissioners agreed to 
let a fan ballot (that 
appeared in The Wrestler 
against my wishes) decide 
if Piper should be banned. 
How democratic. Let the 
rabble decide if a man is 
entitled to the inalienable 
right to earn a living. And 
like vultures, the fans saw 
Piper defenseless and went 
to town. They over- 
whelmingly voted to deprive 
Piper of rights guaranteed 
in the Constitution of the 
United States. | suppose 
they felt the NWA is a 
higher power. 

This whole affair has 
been a sleazy and cowardly 
affront on human dignity 
and professional sport. 
Piper may someday regain 
his will; we can take some 
hope in the man’s 
remarkable strength. 
However, he has been 
ruthlessly beaten, forced to 
bend to the decree of the 
masses. A spirit as fine as 
Piper's is a fragile thing. 
Instead of protecting this 
wrestling treasure, the fans 
allowed themselves to be 
used to destroy it. + 

This is one of wrestling’s 
darkest days. The light that 
was Roddy Piper has been 
extinguished. In its place is 
the void that Piper has 
become. The fans prefer it 
that way. He is within their 
control and fans find that 
preferable to greatness. 
Piper used to challenge 
them, threatened them to 
be better than they were. 
The fans wouldn't stand for 
that. It's so much easier to 
be the pawns of bullies. O 
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become a tag team. Each man 
knew the risks. For Mr. Wrestling 
II, the risks were much greater. 
Ladd has turned. on partners 
before. Not many men dare to be 
his tag team partner. In the best of 
all possible worlds, Mr. Wrestling 
II wouldn’t even consider it. 

But this was not the best of all 
possible worlds. In this world, | 
Super Destroyer and Masked 
Superstar were terrorizing NWA 
tag team wrestling. They had to be 
stopped. The surest team to stop 
them was Mr. Wrestling II and 
Ernie Ladd. That the two men 
hated each other for years didn’t 
matter. There are some things . 
more important than personal 
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hatreds. This was one of them. 

Most people don’t expect 
nobility from Ladd, and that’s the 
way he likes it. As far as he’s 
concerned, all he wants people to 
think is that he’s in this for the 
money. He doesn’t want to join 
anybody’s crusade.*As he’s said 
often enough, “The only cause I’m 
interested in is me.” 

Those who have studied Ladd’s 
career know better. They have seen 
him battle the most dangerous men 
in the sport again and again. He 
didn’t need to do it, but every so 
often he feels compelled to give 
back to the sport something for all 
he has gotten from it. He doesn’t 
make public announcements to 
that effect because he doesn’t want 
people to ask him for favors. He 
wants to make his own decisions 
and adopt his own causes. When he 
saw Masked Superstar and Super 
Destroyer demolish a_ hapless 
team, he knew he was needed. He 


also knew he would need a partner. - 


Through a promoter in Atlanta, he 
contacted Mr. Wrestling II. 

It wasn’t an easy decision for the 
masked grappler to make. He 
too knew that the notorious team 
must be stopped, but he also knew 
Ladd. If Ernie’s fabled temper took 
over, all hell would break loose. 
And when chaos prevails, no one 
knows what will happen. The 


veteran grappler would be 


gambling his future on luck. 

But in the end, only one thing 
mattered. Super Destroyer and 
Masked Superstar had to be 
stopped. So Mr. Wrestling II made 
the phone call and a new tag team 
was born. 

At first,\practice sessions were a 
series of breaking down barriers. 
Very slowly and none too surely, 
the men grew to trust each other. 
They decided on simple but 
effective maneuvers, neither man 
willing to risk too much. Neither 
man was totally happy with these 
practice sessions, but they didn’t 
expect to be. All they wanted was 
to form a team and get their enemies.

Finally, the Phi of the match 
arrived.
